EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

part of a qualified set of IC cards to accept deleting of said application." The closest 
prior art, Peyret (US 5,923,884), discloses a conventional system for loading/deleting ' 
applications on an integrated circuit card, but fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious. Peyret does not determine a qualified set of cards 
eligible for loading/deleting of applications.
